WASHINGTON, April 28.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today gave assurance 
of his purpose to participate in the 
Georgia preferential primary by per- 
sonally signing the necessary entry 
papers signifying his candidacy for re- 
nomination. 

The papers were taken to the White 
House by Senator Richard B. Russell 
Jr., of Georgia, in company with Mar- 
jon Allen, Roosevelt manager for the 
state, and Frank Scarlett, of Bruns- 
wick, who arrived in Washington for 


that purpose this morning. Later the 
three of them called on Postmaster 
General James A. Farley, national 
party chairman, for a conference on 
the state situation. 

Senator Walter F. George had been 
scheduled to go to the White House 
with the group, but was prevented 
from doing so by the calling up of 
his vocational education bill, which 
passed the upper .chamber during 
the day. 

Support Is Assured. 

Both President Roosevelt and Na- 
tional Chairman Farley were told by | 
Manager Allen that Georgia is sure 
to go overwhelmingly for the chief 
executive if any one files against him 
in the primary, set for June 3. At 
the same time, however, he expressed 
doubt that it would be necessary to 
hold a primary which is to be con- 
ducted only in the event two or more 
candidates file.

Billion Asked by Waterways Body; 


Florida Canal Included in Program 


Surveys of Projects in Georgia Are Recommended; Roose- 
velt Says Flood Control Is Problem for Federal 
and Local Governments. 


WASHINGTON, April 28.—(?)—A+< 
billion-dollar navigation and flood con- 
trol program, embracing the con- 
gressionally-abandoned Florida ship 
canal, today was asked of the federal 
government. by the National Rivers 
and Harbors Congress. 

While the congress was deciding. 
without debate, that a list of 113 proj- 
ects was “sound, needful and suffi- 
ciently advanced in status and should 
be promptly constructed in the pub- 
lie interest,” President Roosevelt, at 
a press conference, said he viewed 
flood control a problem of both the 
federal and local governments. 

The most essential part of flood con- 
trol, he said, was regulation of streams 
at headwaters. Municipalities and 
states should share some of the cost 
of flood control at headwaters, he 
said. adding that it would be wise to 
work out a pro rata system of dis- 
tributing expenditures between local 
and federal governmente. 

In discussing flood control, Mr. 
Roosevelt emphasized he was not 
speaking in connection with the om- 
nibus fleod control bill now pending 
in congress, which he said he had not 
yet had opportunity to study. 

The flood control bill and the Over- 
ton bill to extend flood control works 
on the lower Mississippi were indorsed 


by the rivers and harbors congress 


which urged also that army engineers 
be directed to carry out a “sound pol- 
icy of national flood control.” 

While the congress recommended 
completion of work on the Florida 
canal, it took no action on the two 
other huge projects which have been 
rejected by the senate, the St. Law- 
rence waterway and the Passama- 
quoddy Bay tidal project ia Maine. 
Representative Driver, democrat, 
Arkansas, chairman of the committee 
which selects approved projects, ex- 
plained that these two were not for- 
mally brought before his committee. 

Funds for both the ship canal and 
the Passamaquoddy, both started with 
relief allotments, were eliminated by 
the senate from the rivers and har- 
bors bill. 

In other resolutions, the congress 
asserted that flood control and navi- 
gation projects gave larger benefits 
than any other form of public works. 

Taking cognizance of a plea by Sec- 
retary Wallace to hold back floods “at 
the grass roots,” the congress said, 
„e indorse a long-range policy to 
preserve the public domain. We favor 


a program of conservation of soil and 
water resources; we advocate refor- 
estation and soil conservation to the

Only a single republican effort 
was made to amend the bill. It proved 
futile. Minority leaders conceded 
themselves without hope of blocking 
passage.

Ramspeck Asks Federal 
Assurance of Completion 
of Atlanta Projecta.

WASHINGTON, April 28.—Chair- 
man Buchanan, of the house committee 
on appropriations, was today asked by 
Representative Robert Ramspeck, of 
Georgia, to include in President Roose- 
velt’s $1,500,000,000 relief bill a pro- 
vision that would insure completion of 
Atlanta’s school enlargement and re- 
pair projects and sewage disposal sys- 
tems which are now being constructed 
at a total cost of some $6,000,000. 

The Atlanta projects, he told Buch- 
anan, are being partly financed by 
bonds issued by municipa! authorities 
with the understanding that the proj- 


ects would be completed by the federal 
government. 

“If we are to keep faith with the 
people who voted these bonds, Ram- 
“I think the relief bill 
should make it eertain such projects 
will be completed. There are other 
projects of a similar nature which in 
some cases have not been started, but 
for which local authorities have issued 
bonds, and I feel such projects should 
be given preference in any new pro- 
gram, regardless of whether they are 
under WPA or PWA.” 

Some few weeks ago Representative 
Beiter, of New York, circulated a peti- 
tion among house members calling 
upon President Roosevelt to earmark 
some 8700, 000,000 in the relief bill for 
WPA, but Mr. Romspeck, along with 
a majority of other democratic mem- 
bers, was not willing to sign the peti- 
tion. A great many of them feel it is 
more important at this time to insure 
completion of publie works projects al- 
ready under way than it is to earmark 
millions for new projects. 

In Mr. Ramspeck's own congression- 
al district. there are now under con- 
struction by WPA projects involving 
buildings and sewerage systems which 
cannot be completed before the end of 
this fiscal year. 

“I would like to see the relief bill

tion of such projects It seems to me 
projects for the erection and repair on 
enlargement of schools. for the modern- 
ization or establishment of water- 
works systems and for the installation 
or enlargement of sewerage systems 
should have first consideration for the 
reason such improvements necessarily 
are made at the expense of tax payers 
and in most cases are ed now or 
would be needed within a short time.”

Eastern Lines, ‘Under 
Protest,’ Accept Rate 
Setup Ordered by I. C. C. 


NEW YORK, April 28.—(-)— 
Eastern railroads today accepted 
“under protest” the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission's order cutting pas- 
senger rates to 2 cents a mile, which 
will give the east the lowest uniform 
rate of rail transportation costs for 
this century. 

The eastern roads’ protest, it was 
made known, is more than a gesture, 
for it is their intention to seek a ju- 
dicial opinion on the validity of the 
commission’s order. The new tariffs 
will be filed without delay and the 
reduced rates will become effective 
June 2, next. 

With adoption of the new tariffs, 
the existing rate structure of 3.6 cents 
a mile in coaches and 4 cents in Pull- 
mans, effective since 1920, will be- 
come railroad history, unless restored 
later by court decree. 

The Pullman surcharge also will be 
dropped under the commission’s order. 
The new mileage rate in Pullmans 
will be 3 cents.

Unemployment or Taxa- 
tion Alternative Hinted 
by Commerce Secretary.

After hearing Harper Sibley, cham- 
ber president, make a plea for co- 
operative action to put the idle back 
to work, Roper, in an address which

“Te ‘a substantial measure of in- 
creased re-employment does not take 
place, the taxation for relief purposes 


will come largely from business earn- 
ings. Thus, facing the problem frank- 
ly, there must be re-employment or a 
longer period of increased taxation.” 

Roper, saying there “has never been 
a greater need for a mutual under- 
standing between government and 
business,” listed 10 fields for study 
by business in seeking to meet the 
reat problem. 

Sibley told his colleagues resources 
are at hand to increase employment. 
e real question in attacking the 
problem, he said, was whether the 
“characteristically American principle 
of economic freedom is to be maintain- 
ed, or is to be “circumscribed by 
government controls.” 

Condemnation Hit. 

“Our ills,” he said, “are not to — 
cured by the flaying of business <4 
the politician, or condemnation of pol- 
itics by the businessman.” 

A third speaker—Lewis H. Brown, 
president of Johns-Manville Corpora- 
tion—contended that the modern para- 
dox of improving business and contin- 
uing unemployment was due to New 
Deal experimentation in what he call- 
ed “planned economy” and an “econ- 
omy. of scarcity.” 

He asserted that government offi- 
cials were demanding that industry 
“arbitrarily” absorb more of the un- 
employed and assailed the demands as 
based on “false premises.” 

Brown concluded his speech with:

Five hundred head of beef cattle 
to be sold to Georgia farmers have 
been shipped into Atlanta this week 
from Caddo, Texas. 

The thoroughbred yearling Here- 
fords will be fattened on Georgia 
ranges and will be resold to packing 
houses, 

Importation of the herd from Texas 
aptly illustrates the lack of a suffi- 
cient supply of beef stock in Georgia, 
according to experienced observers. 

Experts agree that Georgia can 
produce some of the finest beef in 
the United States if this industry is 
pushed by farmers and landowners. 

Termed Coming Industry. 

Asa Patterson, cattle dealer, who 
urchased the 500 yearlings from a 

exas rancher, declared yesterday 
that growing fat cattle is the com- 
ing industry in Georgia. Forage in 
Georgia’s swamplands and northern 
hills will provide excellent grazing for 
fattezin eef cattle, he said. 

An illustration of the profit in 
breeding and raising beef cattle was 
given by Patterson: 

“J. N. eg mee of Caddo, Texas, 
from whom bought this fine herd, 
has a 9,000-acre ranch and more than 
1,000 head of breed cows. 

„He and one hired man do all the 
work of 88 this ranch. He 
produces Hereford calves each 
year and ‘sells them when one year 
old. They cost him approximately 
$12 each and he sells them at an 
average price of $38 per head. 


In 


“His gross is $19,000 a year, tak - 
ing this year as an average. His 
cost of production is $6,000, and his 
profit is $13,000. Copeland started out 
with 13 cows and built up his herd 
over a period of years.” 

The cattleman gave another illus- 
tration of the profit in fattening beef: 

“I once bought several hundred 
head of Texas cattle, each weighing 
about 500 pounds. I paid 5 cents 
ser pound and sold them to a man 
entucky, who grazed them on 
the rich grasses there. 

“Thirteen months later the cattle 
averaged 1,300 pounds each and he 
sold them for 13 cents a pound. The 
yearlings that cost him approximate- 
ly sold for $169 each, leavin 
him a net profit of $143 on eac 
animal.” 

Soil Projects Aid. 

He pointed out that the soil ero- 
sion projects of the federal govern- 
ment will provide many thousands of 
additional acres suitable for grazing 
beef cattle in Georgia. 

The dealer said Georgia cattle are 
in constant demand at the eastern 
markets and because of the size and 
fatness of the animals, they bring 
high prices while costing little to 
produce, 

Georgia farmers are being urged by 
cattle experts to produce more beef 
in the state, in order to help supply 
the demand for Georgia cattle and 
to take full advantage of an indus- 
try which is becoming more impor- 
tant every day in Georgia.

Mr, Adair died early yesterday 
mo at his residence, Peach- 
tree street, N. B., at the age of 71. 
He had been virtually retired for the 
last five years due to failing health. 

One of the ieading real estate op- 
erators of the southeast, Mr. Adair 
was the guiding spirit in much of the 
city’s development. Included in the 
notable developments in which he pol 
ticipated were those of roduce Row 
and Druid Hills. The fostering of 
hydro-electric pow of the state and 
the bringing of railroads into the city 
were included in his activities. 

Fostered 8. 

One of his non-business projects, an 

everlasting memorial to his civic lead- 
ership, was his fostering of the Scot- 
tis Rite hospital here, an institution 
which was largely responsible for the 
establishment of the famous Shrine 
Hospitals for Crippled Children, which 
now exist in many sections of the na- 
tion. 
Born in Atlanta on March 25, 1865, 
he was the son of Georgia W. and 
Mary Jane Adair, pioneer residents of 
the section. His father was an aide 
on the staff of General Nathan Bed- 
ford Forrest, Confederate hero and 
cavalry officer. 

Mr. Adair was paid the supreme 
tribute of the Masonic order when he 
was elevated to the 33rd degree of 
Masonry, an honor which is accorded 
but few men. 

He was a member of Yaarab Temple 
of the Shrine and for 15 years served 
as potentate. He was a member of 
all the Scottish and York Rite or- 
ganizations in the city. 

Served as Commissioner. 

Mr. Adair served one term in pub- 
lie office as a Fulton gag com- 
missioner in the late 90's. He was 
a vice president of the chamber of 
commerce in 1920 and 1921 and 
served as a member of; the board of 
directors for several years. 

He was the leader of the move- 
ment to bring the A., B. & A. Rail- 
road to the city. and his firm bought 
the right-of-way for the road. Rights- 
of-way also were bought for the At- 
lanta & West Point belt line and 
what is now the “ouisville & Nash- 
ville Railroad.. 

Mr. Adair was one of the original 
developers of the Bull Sluice project 
on the Chattahoochee river, purchas- 
ing the site for the Georgia Railway 
& Power Company for the develop- 
ment of electric power. He also pur- 
chased all the rights-of-way for the 
transmission lines into the city. 

He was associated for many years 
with Asa G. Candler in real estate 
developments and bought virtually all 
of the Candler holdings. More than 
20 years ago he purchased the site of 
the present municipal airport from 
numerous holders for Mr. Candler, 
who, for some time, operated it as an 
automobile speedway. 

Founded Large Business. 


The Adair Realty & Trust Com- 
pany, one of the city’s leading insti- 
tutions for many years, was formed 
by George and Forrest Adair, who 
took over the business begun by their 
father.

I was in Germany for five days, 
The journey went by motor-bus from 
Zurich to Rheinfelden, through the 
Black Forest to Munich and back. 
No passports were required, which 
made it possible for me to give myself 
another name and behave as a Swiss 
tourist should. Germany is running 
thousands of such excursions out of 
neighboring states with the simple ob- 
ject, of course, of attracting French 
and Swiss francs, Dutch guilders, 
Teech crowns, and further Luxem- 
burg, Danish, Lithuanian, Polish, 
Austrian and even Hungarian valuta. 
Except that our splendid sight-seein 
bus was scrupulously searched fo 
foreign newspapers at the fronfier, 
there was not a single inconvenience.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


From evidence obtained in thousands 


of postmortem investigations we know 


that many persons who have gallstones 
suffer no ill effect. Scouts and pub- 
licity hunters from the big elinics 
hate to have this fact bandied about, 
but I’m telling you folks, and I hope 
you'll remember I told you, after I’m 
bumped off. I have just made a gen- 
eral survey of the undercover cam- 
paign to silence the scoundrel who 
conducts this column, and I have a 
foreboding. Already I have had sev- 
eral narrow escapes; eventually they 
will get me if 1 don’t pipe down. But 
1 have thought and thought about it 
and come to the conclusion that 
there wouldn’t be much fun in this 
game if I should pipe down, so— 

One woman had a severe attack of 
gallstone colic in her forties. She man- 
aged to elude the propaganda of the 
big clinic scouts and publicity hounds 
and had no further trouble for a space 
of thirty years. Then she had an- 
other attack. She is now eight-three 
and has never had any dyspepsia. 
Dyspepsia is the most constant com- 
plaint of persons who have chronic 
gall-bladder trouble with or without 
stones; and many of them are per- 
verse about it—they just keep on com- 
plaining of dyspepsia for years and 
years until one despairs of catching 
them with a candid colic or any other 
symptom sufficient to convict. 

A theory which has possibilities but 
never gets us anywhere is that foods 
containing considerable cholesterol or 
cholesterin, whichever sounds better, 
favor the development of gall-bladder 
inflammation and gallstones. Foods 
rich in this substance are egg yolk, 
butter, cream and calf's brain and 
liver. But to influence gallstone for- 
mation a cholesterin-poor diet would 
have to be maintained from now on, 
for a single lapse might result in for- 
mation of a stone. I am quoting this 
from a current authority. Personally, 
I'd as lief have a stone. After all, 
there are lots of worse things than 
an operation.

British Parliament Allocates Fund 
For Possible New Queen and Son

Royal “Pay Roll’ Necessitated by Death of King George; 
" Special Sum rr — Wife and Heir 
ward. 


LONDON, April 28.— ) —4A par- 
liamentary committee made financial 
provision day for a possible new 
queen ef Great Britain and also for 


a possible sor. and heir of King Ed- 
ward in a new royal “pay roll,“ neces- 
sitated by the death of King George. 
The civil list of annuities granted 
to the royal family totals 333,100 
pounds (about $2,165,500) under ree- 
ommendations made to the house of 
commons by a select committee. 

This is less by 36,900 pounds an- 
nually than during George's reign, but 
throu. i economies King Edward per- 
sonally suggested the actual annual 
saving to the exchequer will be 155,- 
900 pounds (about $779,500) so long 
as he remains unmarried. 

Under the committee's proposal 40,- 
000 pounds a year would be set aside 
to provide for the contingency of the 
king’s marriage. This sum, however, 
would not be drawn as long as Ed- 
ward remains a bachelor. 

Other figures, which will be taken 
up by parliament May 4, included: 


For his majesty’s privy purse 110,000 
pounds;. for the king’s household and 
retirement allowances 134,000 pounds, 
and expenses of his household, 152,800 
pounds. 

King Edward wil not draw the 
110, pounds for his privy purse as 
long as his revenues from the Duchy 
of Cornwall remain above $102,000 
pounds. Revenues of the Duchy are 
traditionally administered for the 
kings natural heir but the estate is 
now vested in Edward, since there is 
no Prince of Wales. 

Other members of the royal family 
will receive a total of 194,000 pounds 
(about $970,000). 

The committee recommended that 
the Duke of York, heir presumptive to 
the throne, in addition to the 23,800 
pounds (about $119,000) he now re- 
ceives, be paid an additional annuity 
of 25,000 ;ounds (about $125,000). 

A similar sum of 25,000 pounds 
would e set aside for a possible baby 
Duke of Cornwall (Prince of Wales), 
under .he committee’s report, to be 
accumulated until he becomes of age.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, April 28.—(7) 
Dr. Fred D. Stone, of Chicago, exec-

OPPORTUNISM. 

Brilliant defense is, at times, noth- 
ing more than shrewd opportunism 
following a slip by the declarer, In 
other words, the declarer really, de- 
feats himself by the faulty line of 
play adopted; the defenders need do 
no more than “pick up the pieces.” 
In order to do so, however, they must 
recognize opportunity when they see 
it, and apparently this is a great deal 
more difficult for many players than 
the most involved end play.

Next, a diamond should have 
been led to dummy and a second spade 
led up to the queen. If Hast fol- 
lowed, all was well. If he didn’t, 
West’s two trump tricks never could 
be taken away. 

In a sense, this would have been a 
two-way safety play: it would have 
guarded against a singleton king in 
West’s hand, as well as the situation 
that actually developed. And in no 
event could it have cost a material 
trick.

Experiments on animals, he said, in- 
dicate it is a better stimulant than 
apy other available drug for injec- 
tion. It is not injected into the body 
but into the umbilical cord. Thence 
the physician squeezes it, as needed, 
1 the body with hand manipula- 
ion.

Statement Maintains Column 
Comment on FHA. 


Judge Waldo DeLoache, state di- 
rector of the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration, said yesterday that 
there were several inaccuracies in 
Paul Mallon’s recent comment on the 
activities of the FHA. | 

The comments appeared in Mal- 
lon’s News Behind the News column 
which appears daily in The Consti- 
tution. wae 

“Mr. Mallon says that the aggre- 
gate of 8 accepted for insur- 
ance by the Federal Housing Admin- 
istration. was only 10 per cent of the 
total of all mortgages made during 
1935, and that in other words, the pri- 
vate mortgage market ‘stimulated it- 
self nine times as much as the gov- 
ernment stimulated it,’ he said. “He 
apparently does not know that of 
the $1,700,000,000 total urban home 
mortgages made during 1935, accord- 
ing to the Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board s, estimate, loans by the Home 
Owners’ Loan Corporation (govern- 
ment funds) aggregated 48 per cent, 
leaving less than 000,600 han- 
dled by private lending institutions 
and individuals of which $170,000,- 

would be approximately 20 per 
cent, although the mortgage phase of 
— AK Housing r 
tations was active only during the 
last nine months of the year. 2 

He emphasizes the apparent wide 
gap in the annual report of the Fed - 
eral Housing Administration between 
the figures of mortgages accepted for 
Insurance and the premium-paying 
mortgages on file with the housing 
administration at ‘the end of the year. 
It hasn’t nearly as much significance 
as Mr. Mallon attaches to it. It is 
explained by the fact that commit- 
ments on mortgages for new construc- 
tion cannot, under the national hous- 
ing act, be converted into premium- 
paying mortgages until the final ap- 
proval of the completed dwelling 
which is usually a matter of four 
to eight months. Our experience 
shows that there is a lapse of only 
about. 4 or 5 per cent on all mort- 
gages accepted for insurance, so that 
the total of federal housing insured 
mortgages for 1935, after they get 
Boy Rn last sieve, will be around 
$162,000,000. Since January 1, ap- 
roximately $66,000,000 more has 

en added in mortgages accepted for 
insurance. These figures do not in- 
clude nearly $30,000,000 of commit- 
ments for large-scale projects.“ 

Further commenting on the Mallon 
article, Judge DeLoache said it was 
his understanding that the federal 
housing act was adopted to aid the 
mortgage interests just as much as to 
aid the builders. 

“Mr. Mallon says ‘the name of the 
Federal Housing Administration thus 
appears to be a misnomer’ and com- 
plains ‘it appears to have helped the 
mortgage markets more than build- 
ers, Judge DeLoache said. “He sure- 
ly is aware of the fact that one of 
the main purposes of the national 
housing act was to strengthen and sta- 
bilize the mortgage market. The 
framérs of the act thought that was 
à necessary step in order to attract 
rivate investors back into lending 
or home building. To this end, con- 
gress authorized the housing admin- 
istration to insure $1,000,000,000 
worth of home mortgages on existing 
construction, the same amount as was 
authorized under the act for new con- 
Struction. Mortgage money, frozen 
almost solid when the housing admin- 
istration began operations, is now 
available to home owners in most sec- 
tions of the country.on the most at- 
tractive terms in the history of the 
nation. As time goes on, I have po 
doubt a much larger proportion ot 
federal housing business will be new 
construction and less refinancing. 

“As to Mr. Mallon’s remarks about 
the federal housing hallyhoo, I won- 
der if he is aware that by far the 
greater part of the activities described 
in the section of the annual report 
devoted to the subject of ‘Education 
of the Public’ were carried on by 
private agencies and voluntary local 
committees. However, if the better 
housing campaign has helped to pro- 
mote recovery in the depressed build- 
ing and related industries, as we be- 
lieve it has, it certainly needs no de- 
fense here.“
